tions ineffectual to preſerve them. Parental Affec- 


tion is common to all Ranks of Mankind. What 
Reſource then has the Poor Labourer or Mechanic 


in ſo trying a Situation ? The Phyſician's Fee is 


entirely beyond his Reach; and even the few Me- 


dicines that may be neceffary to ſave his Child from 
the ravages of an increaſing Diſtemper, may prove 
too coſtly for him to purchaſe, without materi-

Tux helpleſs State of the INFANT POOR, 
and the great need they ſtand in of our Aſſiſtance, 
are certainly ſufficient motives to excite our 
Compaſſion ; but theſe are not the only Ones we 
have to urge in behalf of thefe diſtreſſed Objects. 
Motives of Policy plead as ſtrongly for them as 
thoſe of Humanity, It is a well known Political 
Maxim, that the Strength of a Nation depends 
upon its Population: every Plan, therefore, which 
teads not merely to preſerve that Population, but 
alſo to preſerve it in its full Vigour, deſerves the = 
Encouragement of every Individual, zealous. for 
the Proſperity of bis Country; and even merits 
the Attention of the Legiſlature itſelf. The Be- 
_nefits of ſuch a Plan may be extended to number- 
leſs Generations : if, for inſtance, by ſuch an In- 
ſtititution, the Life of one Individual ean be pre- 
ſerved to the Community, it is impoſſible to cal- 
culate how far ſuch an Advantage may extend.

 AnoTrrr Circumſtance which renders ſuch a 


Charity particularly uſeful is, that when Children 


are uh it is but too common an Opinion, however 
abſurd,

abſurd, eſpecially among the lower Claſs, that a 
Phyſician cannot be of any Service to. them, from 
their not being able to deſcribe their Complaint, 
Thus every old Woman thinks herſelf as compe- 
tent to preſcribe as a Phyſician. Hence ariſes the 
pernicious Practice of ſtuffing Children with Saffron 
and other Cordials, and even among the pooreſt 
People of all, with Gix itſelf, upon Preſumption 
of their having what they call the Gripes. It is 
impoſſible to ſay how much the Bills of Mortality 
are increaſed by theſe pernicious Drugs. A Cha- 
rity reſpectably ſupported, and which holds out 
the Advice of the moſt approved Phyſicians and 
regular Attendance of experienced Surgeons to 
Children, will certainly in Proceſs of Time, over- 
come theſe Prejudices and fatal Practices, and be 
the Means of preſerving many valuable and uſeful 
Lives to the State.
